iiENT  AND  Intelliv^enve)  is  a  centre  at  which  inlorniatioii  on 
all  subjects  ol  couifuercial  interest  is  collected  and  classilied 
^  convenient  for  refeieuce,  and  at  w hich,  so  far  as 

the  interests  of  British  trade  permit,  replies  are  yiven  to 
etiyuiries  by  traders  on  commercial  matters.  As  far  as  is 
possible,  the  Department  supplies,  on  personal  or  written 
application,  information  with  regard  to  the  following 
subjects:  Foreign  and  Colonial  Contracts  open  to  'J'eiiiler, 
and  other  openings  for  British  Trade;  Lists  of  manufac¬ 
turers  at  homo  and  lists  of  firms  abroad  engaged  in  par¬ 
ticular  lines  of  business  in  different  localities;  Foreign  and 
Colonial  lariff  and  Customs  Kegulations;  Commercial 
Statistics;  I'ornis  of  Certificates  of  Origin;  Kegulations  con¬ 
cerning  Commercial  '1  ravellers.  Sources  of  Supply,  Prices, 
etc.,  of  Trade  Products;  Shipjiing  and  Transport,  etc. 

One  of  the  aims  of  the  Department  of  Overseas  Trade  is 
to  bring  its  Oversi'as  Services  into  close  personal  touch  with 
business  men,  and  British  firms  when  sending  representa¬ 
tives  abroad  are  r  'oonimended  to  instruct  them  to  call  on 
His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  the  countries  they  visit, 
and  on  the  Commercial  Diplomatic  Officer  in  the  capital  of 
each  country  and,  in  the  case  of  the  Dominions,  on  His 
Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners. 

Samples  of  foreign  competitive  goods  and  commercial 
products  which  arc  received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time 
are  exhibited  at  the  Offices  of  the  Department. 

Over  60,000  samples  of  goods  of  Foreicn  manufacture 
whicli  were  sold  iii  British  markets  abroad  and  in  certain 


foreign  markets  are  on  exhibition  in  the  Sample  Rooms  of 
the  Department  at  3,  Guildhall  Courtyard,  E.C.,  and  are 
now’  available  for  the  inspection  of  British  manufacturers. 

The  BKiTlSH  iADLSTKlES  FAIR,  1920,  opened  on 
Monday,  23rd  February,  at  the  Crystal  Palace,  Birmingham 
and  Glasgow,  and  closed  on  Friday,  5th  March.  The  Office 
dealing  with  Fair  matters  is  at  35,  Old  Queen  Street, 
S.W.  1,  to  which  address  all  enquiries  should  be  made. 

In  order  that  British  manufacturers  may  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  familiarising  themselves  with  Foreign  methods  of 
;  advertising  (including  German  and  Austrian),  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  collected  over  13,000  Foreign  Trade  Catalogues, 
and  these  may  be  inspected  by  British  manufacturers  at  the 
Department  of  Overseas  Trade  (Development  and  Intelli¬ 
gence),  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C. 2. 

A  new  index  has  been  prejiared,  in  which  the  catalogue! 
are  classified  both  as  regards  articles  of  manufacture  and 
i  names  of  manufacturers,  thus  rendering  identification  of  any 
particular  catalogue  a  simple  matter.

SPECIAL  REGISTER. 

The  Special  Register  affords  early  information  to  manu¬ 
facturers  and  traders  of  new  trade  openings  abroad  before 
they  become  public  property.  It  is  also  a  vehicle  for 
circulating  reports  on  foreign  competition,  and  any  other 
matters  likely  to  be  of  importance  and  interest  to  particular 
trades.  The  information,  which  is  private  and  confidential, 
is  supplied  to  the  Department  by  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Com¬ 
missioners  within  the  Empire,  and  by  His  Majesty’s 
Diplomatic  and  Consular  Representatives  in  foreign 
countries,  and  is  circulated  to  firms  on  the  Register  as 
quickly  as  possible  after  its  receipt. 

The  Register  is  open  to  any  approved  British  firm  on  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  two  guineas  per  annum  (which  includes 
the  annual  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal’’). 
It  is  not  open  to  non-British  traders. 

Information  is  supplied  solely  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
trade  in  British-made  goods. 

Those  British  firms  who  desire  their  names  to  be  included 
in  the  Special  Register  shov'ld  communicate  with  The 
Comptroller-General,  Department  of  Overseas  Trade 
(Development  and  Intelligence),  78,  Basinghall  Street, 
u>ndOD,  E.C.  2. 


FORM  K. 

H.M.  Consular  Officers  have  received  instructions  to 
furnish  the  Department  of  Overseas  Trade  (Development 
and  Intelligence)  with  commercial  information  respecting  all 
firms  in  their  respective  Consular  Districts  who  can  be 
recommended  as  possible  importers  of  goods  of  British  manu¬ 
facture.  This  information,  which  includes  the  commercial 


and  financial  status  of  the  firms  concerned,  their  local  and 
European  references,  goods  particularly  required,  terms  of 
trading  and  language  in  w  hich  correspondence  should  be 
carried  on,  is  furnished  to  the  Department  on  a  prescribed 
form,  which  is  known  as  Form  K. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  fullest  possible  advantages  from 
the  “Form  K’’  system  of  information,  a  wide  circulation  i> 
ESSENTIAL. 

A  system  of  co-operation  between  the  Department  of 
Overseas  Trade  {Development  and  Intelligence)  and  Sritisi 
traders  is  therefore  necessary,  and  this  co-operation  is  being 
attained  as  follows:  — 

1.  The  Department  collects  and  edits  the  information. 

2.  The  Trade  Associations  distribute  the  information. 

That  is,  the  Department  issues  the  information  to— 

(a)  The  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce. 

(b)  The  Federation  of  British  Industries. 

The  bodies  comprised  in  these  organisations  have  their 
various  component  trades  classified  as  shown  in  “Form  K, 
and  lists  of  traders  are  therefore  only  circulated  to  those 
firms  which  come  under  that  classification,  thus  avoiding 
circulating  to  trades  which  are  not  interested. 

The  system  is  safeguarded  by  agreements  with  the 
distributing  organisations  against  the  issue  of  the  infortn*- 
tion  to  any  outside  firms.  All  firms  who  wish  to  receive  the 
information  have  to  be  approved  by  the  Department.  At 
present  over  10,000  firms  have  joined,  and  any  other  firms 
who  wish  to  participate  should  apply  through  their  Chamber 
of  Commerce  or  the  Federation  of  Britisn  Industries  (w. 
St.  James’s  Street,  London,  S.W.  1),  or  through  bodia 
affiliated  to  the  latter.

VOLUME  OF  OUR  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

ANALYSIS  FOR  J ANUARY-MARCH,  1920. 

To  trace  the  mo\emonts  in  volume  of  our  foreign  i 
trade,  and  compare  the  present  position  with  that  whicli 
lield  before  the  war.  the  totals  of  values  given  in  the 
Trade  Accounts  are  not  very  helpful,  owing  to  the  ex-  j 
ceptional  changes  in  price-levels  and  to  the  changing 
constitution  of  the  trade.  We  can  obtain  some  indica-  j 
tion  of  the  movement  from  the  comparisons  of  tonnage  i 
of  merchandise  imported  and  exported,  but  variations  ! 
of  total  weight  may  afford  a  misleading  indication,  since 
goods  whose  value  is  large  in  proportion  to  their  weight  | 
may  be  taking  an  increasing  relative  position  in  our  I 
trade,  as  appears  to  result  from  the  comparisons  which  j 
follow. 

By  estimating,  as  nearly  as  the  available  data  permit, 
the  value  which  would  be  put  upon  imports  and  exports 
in  the  ma.ss,  if  each  item  had  the  same  average  value 
per  unit  of  quantity  as  was  declared  for  goods  of  the 
same  description  in  we  obtain  aggregate  figures, 

the  comparison  of  which  with  the  corresponding  figures 
for  1913.  enables  the  extent  of  the  influence  of  price- 
changes  and  the  aggregate  changes  in  volume  of  goods 
imported  and  exported  to  be  estimated. 

The  results  are  a  remarkable  tribute  to  the  vitality 
of  our  trade  in  the  face  of  difficulties  which  are 
sufficientlv  familiar.  Our  exports  of  Fnited  Kingdom 
produce  in  the  first  quarter  of  1920  when  valued  at  the 
price-level  of  the  first  ouarter  of  191 .3.  give  a  total  of 
7.3*7  per  cent,  of  the  191.3  record,  while  the  imports, 
after  deducting  re-exports,  amounted  to  9.3  per  cent, 
of  the  191.3  record  on  a  like  basis  of  prices.  Of  the 
expansion  in  the  excess  of  imports  over  exports  in  the 
ouarter  hv  €122.000,000  ac  compared  with  191.3.  no  less 
than  €100.000,000  results  from  price-changes,  and  onlv 
the  balance  of  €22.000.000  from  the  relative  backward¬ 
ness  of  our  export  trade  as  compared  with  imports, 

.As  the  price  movement  has  been  associated  with  a  great 
increase  in  the  earnings  of  our  merchant  fleet,  its 
influence  on  the  balance  of  our  foreigp  indebtedness  is 
not  quite  what  appears  on  the  surface  of  the  figures. 

To  a  considerable  extent  what  appears  as  a  debit  in 
respect  of  prices  due  to  other  countries  for  necessary 
imports  appears  as  a  credit  in  the  eaming.s  of  our  ships 
in  spite  of  the  handicap:  in  fact,  in  no  small  degree  as 
a  result  of  the  handicap,  of  congestion  at  ports  which 
reduces  so  seriously  the  efficiency  of  ocean  carriers. 

The  summary  totals  resulting  from  the  comparison  ■ 
carried  out  as  described  above  are  a.s  follows: —

Comparing  these  figures  with  those  given  in 
the  Board  of  Trade  .Toumal  ”  of  .5th  Februarv, 
in  which  the  trade  of  the  year  1919  w’as  .simi¬ 
larly  compared  with  that  of  191.3,  w*e  find  the 
decrease  in  volume  of  imports,  which  was  11*6 
per  cent,  for  the  whole  year  1919*  as  compared 
with  the  whole  .vear  191.3,  was  4‘.3  per  cent,  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1920  as  compared  with  the  correspond¬ 
ing  months  of  191.3.  For  re-exports  a  decrease  of 
2TR  per  cent,  for  the  whole  year  1919  compares  with 
an  increase  of  10  per  cent,  for  the  first  quarter  of  1920. 
and  for  exports  of  United  Kingdom  produce  a  decrease 
of  45*1  per  tor  1919  on  1918  has  been  followed 
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by  a  decrease  of  26*3  per  cent,  for  the  first  quarter  of 
1920  on  the  corresponding  1913  figures.  The  calculations 
whose  results  are  available  do  not  permit  of  the  tracing 
from  quarter  to  quarter  through  1919  of  the  progrew 
which  took  place,  but  the  knowledge  that  there  was  a 
gradual  development,  and  the  record  now  available  as 
to  the  more  recent  position,  enables  us  to  measure 
roughly  the  rate  of  progression.  Clearly  our  export 
trade  has  improved  greatly  in  the  last  twelve  months, 
while  the  expansion  in  volume  of  imports  has  beet 
i*elatively  small.  Tt  is  tnie  that  there  has  been  a 
notable  increase  in  the  weight  of  imports,  namely,  froin 
about  7,7.50.000  tons  to  about  9,7.50,000  tons  in  the 
quarter  comparing  last  year  with  this,  and  that  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1913  the  tonnage  was  about  12, .500, COO 
Snell  increases  as  those  in  timber  and  wood  pulp  and 
such  facts  as  that  grain  rather  than  flour  is  the  form  in 
which  the  increased  imports  of  wheat,  as  compared  with 
a  .vear  ago,  have  occurred,  furnish  an  explanation  oftlie 
apparent  contradiction  of  a  large  increase  in  tonnage 
of  merchandise  imported,  while  the  “  volume  ”  of 
trade  has  expanded  but  little,  which  appears  to  follow 
from  the  figures.  The  large  decrease  of  weight  im¬ 
ported  as  compared  with  1913,  while  the  “volume” 
has  decreased  little,  is  similarly  associated  with  the 
large  decreases  in  tonnage  of  iron  ore  and  timber,  while 
imports  of  meat  and  dutiable  foods  and  raw*  cotton  have 
increased  in  weight,  and  in  some  articles  a  substantial 
decrease  in  value  is  associated  with  relatively  small 
reductions  in  the  w'eight  of  goods  handled.

The  changes  in  volume  of  the  three  principal  classes 
of  imports  have  been,  as  shown  in  the  above  statement, 
an  increase  of  9  per  cent,  in  Food,  Drink  and  Tobacco- 
a  decrease  of  4*3  per  cent,  in  Baw'  Materials  and  nf 
21*2  per  cent,  in  goods  classed  as  Manufactured.  Thew 
figures  compare  with  decreases  of  2.  4  and  37  per  cent., 
respectively,  for  the  trade  of  the  whole  year  1919. 

Tho  influence  of  price-ehanges,  measttred  by  the  rela¬ 
tion  for  the  declared  values  W  the  several  classes  and 
the  estimated  values  on  the  1913  basis,  gives  a  rise  of 
lfi7,  209  and  IfiO  per  cent,  for  the  three  main  classes, 
figures  which  compare  writh  1.51,  1.39  and  118  for  the 
whole  year  1919.  For  all  imports,  while  the  lifl** 
aggregate  showed  a  rise  of  140  per  cent,  on  the  averaff? 
values  of  the  year  1913,  the  first  quarter  of  1920 
a  rise  of  183  per  cent  ,  on  the  average  values  of  the  rrst 
quarter  of  1918.  As  violent  chantres  were  not  occurriDg 
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in  1913,  the  difference  reflects  the  progressive  advance

As  a  whole  the  recovery  of  our  fonner  position  as  a  dis-  | 

tributor  of  goods  from  all  soui-ces  to  various  couutries  j 

appears  to  be  making  satisfactory  progress.  The  price-  j 
changes  are  curiously  different  from  those  of  the  import 
classes,  indicating  the  effect  of  the  difference  in  the 
kinds  of  gocxls  dominating  the  trade.  The  price  in¬ 
creases  resulting  from  the  above  table,  in  1920  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1913,  are  80,  122  and  152  per  cent,  for  the 
three  classes,  the  aggregate  of  re-exports  showing  a 
price  increase  of  120  jxir  cent.,  as  compare<l  with  92  per 
cent,  for  the  whole  year  1919. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  larger  proportion  of  im¬ 
ported  food  and  raw  materials  were  re-exported  m  the 
1920  period  than  in  the  1913  period,  while  of  the  de¬ 
creased  imports  of  goods  classed  as  manufactured  a 
smaller  percentage  was  re-exported.  The  imported 
goods  of  the  raw  materials  class  I'etained  in  the  first  | 
quarter  of  1920  represented  88‘7  per  cent,  of  the  corres¬

‘24J  per  cent,  respectively.  For  the  whole  year-  1919 
the  corresponding  figures  were  56,  461  and  431  per  cent. 

ITie  considerable  contrast  in  the  figures  for  the  first 
class,  Food  and  Drink,  may  be,  in  paid,  a  seasonal 
matter.  For  the  other  classes  a  substantial  step  in  the 
direction  of  resuming  our  position  in  the  trade  of  the 
world  is  indicated.  If  this  first  quarter  were  taken  as 
an  index  to  a  year’s  trade,  the  volume  of  our  exports 
would  exceed  that  of  any  year  before  1906.  Unless  a 
calamitous  change  occurs  in  the  conditions  of  our  indus¬ 
tries,  further  prepress  during  1920  may  he  taken  as 
assured,  and  it  may  well  be  that  the  year  will  show  a 
volume  of  exports  only  exceeded  in  the  last  four  years 
before  the  war,  even  if  it  does  not  reach  the  level  of 
Bome  of  those  years. 

The  price  increases,  compai’ed  with  1913,  which  are 
indicat.^  by  the  above  table,  are  156,  344  and  202  per 
cent.,  respectively,  for  the  three  classes  of  exports.  For 
whole  year  1919  they  were  134,  224  and  172  respec- 
hvely.  The  exceptional  rise  in  the  raw  materials  class 
IS,  of  course,  due  to  the  high  export  value  of  coal. 

It  will  be  oberved  that  the  percentage  increase  of  cost 
cf  imported  raw  materials  . now  exceeds  the  percentage 
increase  of  export  value  of  manufactured  goods.  P’or 
the  year  1919  the  retained  raw  materials  were  valued  at 
152  per  cent,  above  1913  values.  For  the  first  quarter 
3f  1920  the  corresponding  figure  is  246  per  cent. 

"nie  high  level  of  value  recently  reached  for  raw  cotton 
»  largely  responsible  for  this  last  figure.  For  the  year 
1919  the  raw’  cotton  retained  b^d  an  average  value  203 
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per  cent,  above  that  of  1913.  In  the  first  quarter  of 
1920  the  comparison  shows  a  rise  of  353  per  cent.  F'or 
all  other  raw  materials  we  find  an  average  rise  in  j)rice8 
of  159  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter  of  1920,  compared 
with  141  per  cent,  in  the  whole  year  1919.  The  rise  in 
price  of  exported  manufactures  of  cotton,  \vhich  was 
237  per  cent,  for  1919,  was  287  per  cent,  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1920  compared  with  1913  values  in  each  case. 
The  increase  in  average  value  of  all  manufactured  goods 
exported  was  172  per  cent,  on  1913  values  for  the  year 
1919  and  202  per  cent,  for  the  first  quarter  of  1920. 
While  the  figures  need  careful  examination  before  their 
true  interpretation  can  be  stated  with  confidence,  there 
is  indicated  an  apparent  cheek  to  the  profitableness 
of  manufacturing  for  export  from  imported  materials. 
It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  increased  cost  of 
materials  will  be  reflected  in  a  slower  increase  in  volume 
or  in  a  higher  level  of  values  in  our  export  trade  later 
on.

the  use  of  the  gt'iieric  terms  “  Whiskey  ”  or  “  Brandy  ” 
on  liejuor  priHluced  either  locally  or  imported  from  other 
countries.

INDUSTRIAL  PROPERTY  REGULATIONS  IN 
SPAIN. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  page  40  of  the 
‘•Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  8th  January,  calling 
attention  to  the  date  fixed  for  the  expiration  of  the 
iiuspension  of  the  regulations  relating  to  industrial 
|iropertv  in  Spain,  it  is  notified  that  a  further  Decree 
was  issued  in  the  “  Gaceta  de  Madrid  ”  of  30th 
.Mtirch,  postponing  the  date  of  expiration  from  31st 
March  to  loth  July  next.  This  concession  will  be 
uTanted  to  all  those  countries  according  reciprocal  treat¬ 
ment  to  Spain. 


PORTUGUESE  EXCHANGE  REGULATIONS. 

11. -M.  Commercial  Secretary  at  Lisbon  reports  with 
nii  ience  to  the  question  of  obtaining  remittaiiees  from 
I'liitugnal  that  a  Decree,  No.  0478,  was  issued  on  29th 
.March,  the  etfect  of  which  is  to  cancel  the  powers  of  the 
Council  Controlling  Commerce  and  Exchange,  to  leave 
the  exchange  at  the  artificial  rate  of  17'sd.  per  escudo, 
ami  to  compel  banks  in  Portugal  collecting  bills  drawn 
ill  sterling  to  accept  jiayment  in  escudos  at  the  official 
fixed  rate. 

The  Board  undei’stand  that  it  is  im|)OSsible  at  present 
to  buy  drafts  on  liondon  at  this  rate,  and  represen¬ 
tations  have  been  made  to  the  Portuguese  Govern¬ 
ment  as  to  the  serious  loss  which  British  creditors  of 
rortuguese  finns  are  likely  to  incur  in  consequence 
of  the  new  Decree.  ^ 


SWEDISH  CUSTOMS  TARIFF  REVISION. 

As  was  notified  in  the  issue  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  27th  February,  1919,  the  Swe<lish  Govern¬ 
ment  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  enquire  into  the 
working  of  the  present  Swedish  Tariff  System  and  con- 
lected  questions  relating  to  Commercial  Treat  ic-s  and 
pencral  commercial  policy.  The  Report  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  has  not  yet  been  jiresented,  but  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  various  proposals  for  the  amendment  of 
Gistcuis  duties,  which  have  been  recently  submitted 
to  the  Swedish  Legislature,  have  been  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  advisable  to  await  the  Report  of  the 
Cmumitte**  before  any  Tariff  changes  are  made.  Ilis 
Majesty’s  Minister  at  Stockholm  reports  that  numerous 
Bilb  affecting  Customs  duties  have  been  submitted  (and 
rejected  on  this  ground),  including  one  to  ])rotect 
Swedish  industries  against  foreign  competition  by  means 
cf  a  provisional  increase  in  the  Customs  duties  in 
general,  in  conformity  with  the  irresent  values  of  goods. 

In  a  recent  speech,  the  Swe-dish  Minister  of  Finance 
save  a  statement  of  the  Government’s  attitude  towiuvls 
Tiiriff  revision.  He  siiid  that  the  Govennnent  had  care¬ 
fully  considered  the  possibility'  of  raising  Customs 
duties  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  revenue.  They 
believed,  however,  that  any  increase  in  those  duties 
would  tend  to  augment  pnees  to  the  consumers.  It  was 
fully  realised  that,  in  certain  circumstances,  Sweden 
luitrht  be  compelled  to  take  steps  to  protect  her  interests. 
About  a  year  ago  the  Government  had  seriously  con- 
ddered  the  question  of  restricting  the  importation  of 
luxury  goods,  but  had  abandoned  the  idea.  He  per- 
^«ally  was  convinced  that  changes  in  the  Customs 
duties  were  not  the  right  way  of  settling  difficulties 
»ith foreign  countries,  and  that  stronger  action,  namely, 
f be  simultaneous  control  of  imports  and  exports,  would 
bare  to  be  taken. 


export  of  timber  from  POLAND. 

InffH-inat ion  luis  been  reetdved  from  the  Polish  Con- 
'Ulate-General  in  Ixvndon  to  the  eff(‘ct  that  an  organisii- 
lon  on  a  large  scale  has  already  been  staided  in  Poland 
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to  deal  with  the  export  of  Polish  timber  abroad.  A 
special  Government  Department  dealing  with  timber 
exports  and  its  control  has  been  created  under  the  name 
of  “Pan  Stwowy  I^zad  Eksportu  Dr/.ewnogo ’’ 
(Government  Department  of  Timber  Export  in 
Wiu'suw). 

This  Department,  however,  so  far  as  is  known,  does 
not  intend  to  eliminate  the  enterprise  of  private  firms 
or  to  hinder  direct  relations  between  the  various  Polish 
firms  engaged  in  the  timber  trade  and  purchasers 
abroad.

SWEDISH  TRADE  WITH  THE  FAR  EAST. 

The  Swedish  Commercial  Attachi;  for  the  Ear  East 
has  recently  prcK-Ceded  to  that  artai  to  study  economic 
and  commercial  coiulitions.  In  an  interview  with  the 
“  fstockholms  ])agblad  ’’  on  the  ju’ospects  of  Swedish 
trade  with  the  Ear  East,  especially  China  and  Japan, 
he  stated  that  he  felt  (juitc  certain  that  staple  Swedish 
goods,  such  as  wood  pidp,  matches,  pajier,  petroleum 
and  benzine  motors,  [laper  machinery,  telegrajih  and 
Udephone  material,  and  iron  and  steel  will  find  a 
market  there. 

Sweden’s  exports  to  Japan  have  been  steadily  I'ising. 
In  1909  the  value  was  two  million  yen,  in  1913  it  ha<l 
risen  to  five  millions,  imd  in  191G  to  about  eleven 
millions.  During  the  first  three  quarters  of  1919  the 
figure  wei’e  7'r)  million  yen,  so  that  Swedish  exports  tf> 
Ja])an  have  again  be<‘ome  normal.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind,  however,  that  the  Japanese  are  prcMucing 
a  number  of  the  above  articles  themselves,  and  will 
therefore  be  able  to  compete  with  Sweden  on  the 
Oriental  market.  Japan  is  at  present  building  lar^ge 
])ulp  mills,  and  hopes  scxui  to  be  able  to  be  independ¬ 
ent  of  imported  pulp.  The  erection  of  all  these  mills 
will,  however,  call  for  the  purchase  of  Swedish 
machinery. 


DUTCH  COLONIAL  INSTITUTE. 

The  Second  Chamber  of  the  Netherlands  States 
General  has,  jaissed  a  Bill  granting  half  a  million  florins 
:ls  a  first  instalment  of  a  total  contribution  of  a  nnllion 
and  a  half  florins  towards  the  cost  of  comi)leting  the 
building  of  the  Colonial  Institute  at  Amsterdam. 
The  aim  of  the  Colonial  Institute  Association  of 
Amsterdam  is  to  collect  and  distribute  knowledge  about 
the  Dutch  over.seas  possessions,  and  more  especially  to 
promote  commercial,  agriculturaT,  industrial  and  otiier 
interests  ainsing  for  the  home  country,  as  well  as  for  the 
Colonies,  from  the  Dutch  colonial  i)()ssessions.  When 
in  1915,  the  construction  of  the  building  was  com¬ 
menced  the  Association  had  funds  which  were  con¬ 
sidered  fully  sufficient,  but  the  greater  cost  of  construc¬ 
tion  consequent  upon  the  war  is  estimated  at  three 
million  florins.  In  view  of  the  national  importance  of 
the  Institute,  the  Alinister  of  the  Colonies  undertook  to 
include  one-half  of  this  sum  in  the  estimates  of  expendi¬ 
ture  of  his  department,  provided  the  Associations 
obtained  the  other  half  elsewhere. 

The  new  establishment  is  to  be  a  central  Colonial 
Institute,  which  will  unite  under  one  roof  various 
organisations  working  in  different  directions  in  the 
colonial  sphere,  each  remaining  independent,  but  all 
working  together. 


ARGENTINE  MICA. 

H.M.  Acting  Consul-General  at  Buenos  .Aires  states 
that  the  exportation  of  mica  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
which  is  taking  place  on  ai  considerable  scale,  requires 
the  cai’eful  supervision  of  agents  in  the  Argentine 
Republic.  Every  cai*e  should  be  exercised  by  British  ; 

firms  when  selecting  their  agents  for  the  purchase  of  ! 

this  article.  Should  the  demand  for  .Argentine  mica  i 

wiu-rant  it,  he  would  advise  British  firms  to  have  their  j 

shipments  of  mica  inspected  by  a  competent  classifier  i 

before  payment  is  made.

The  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  ojtened  here  on 
13th  March  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Sofia  (Bulgarian^ 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  the  jiresence  of  about  seventy  per¬ 
sons.  The  organisation  of  the  Cliamher  has  been  entirelv 
due  to  the  energy  of  Major  Burt  .Andrews,  the  S«scretary, 
upon  witom  much  credit  devolves. 

'I’ll*'  British  Commercial  C’ommissioner  took  the  chair,  and 
o|)ened  the  proceedings  with  a  speech  delivered  in  French, 
and  Major  Burt  .\ndrews  followed  with  one  in  English. 

The  chief  points  of  the  latter’s  discourse  were  an  allusion 
to  the  ignorance  of  Bulgaria  previously  existing  in  the  T'.K., 
and  the  effect  vhich  ccnnmercc*  should  have'  in  bringing  the 
two  countries  together.  He  remarked  on  the  ))ersevering  and 
meigetic  dualities  of  the  Bulgarian  peojile.  which  were  cal- 
cu’ated  to  build  up  a  strong  and  prosperous  nation.  Tn  the 
past  the  Central  l*owers  supplied  most  of  Bulgaria’s  wants 
and  took  a  big  share  of  her  prc>ducts.  The  desire  now  is.  In* 
said,  for  the  introduction  of  British  goods,  but  the- 
difliculty  is  to  know  how  and  where  to  obtain  them,  juid  how 
to  get  information  as  to  manufacturers,  markc-ts.  trad(> 
methods,  cdc.  The  (  hamber  of  Commerc-e  w  ill  provi<lc>  such 
information.  Trade*  .Tcuirnals  jin'l  Diri'c-toric's  will  be  avail¬ 
able  in  the  reading  room.  Siuiples  of  British  goods  will  In* 
on  view  to  enable  inembc'rs  to  sec*  the  goods  (hc-y  wish  to 
purchase.  The  .Assistant  Secretary,  who  has  an  .Americati 
business  training,  will  explain  the  contents  of  business 
literatttre  tn  such  as  cannot  read  English.  T.ater,  a 
writing  bureau  will  be  loovided  where*  Bulgarian  letters  can 
be  translated  for  a  small  fee. 

Oitr;  \xta.\TiON. 

The  Council  of  the  Chatuber  w  ill  consist  of  seven  mc*mbers. 
four  of  whom  will  be  Briti'h  spbiects,  and  three  Bul¬ 
garians,  and  tbc’v  will  control  the  finance  ancl  organisation 
of  the  Chamber.  Half-yearly  and  yc*arly  meetings  of  the* 
Chamber  will  bo  bc*1cl. 

The  Sofia  Chamber  is  an  offshoot  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  of  Turkev  and  the  Balkan  States.  The  latter’s 
journal,  which  is  published  monthly,  is  distributed  to  all 
rhamhers  in  the  T’  K.  and  to  certain  Chambers  abroad,  and 
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the  journals  of  those  (  haml»t*rs  are  sent  to  the  Sofia  Chamber 
monthly  for  the  perusal  of  members.  Bulgarian  members 
will  be  entitled  to  unlimitc*d  advertisement  space,  and  thm 
Bulgarian  firms  will  become  known  in  the  British  commer. 
( ial  w  orld.  The  Se(  r**tary  w  ill  write  a  monthly  article,  and 
thus  help  to  make  Bulgaria  known  to  the  outside  world. 

-Vn  entrance  fee  of  £2  or  5(X)  leva  per  annum  is  charged 
to  every  member  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Chamber.  This 
entitles  members  to:  —

The  Commercial  Commissioner  will  advise  on  matters  of 
British  trade  policy,  and.  as  President  of  the  Chamber,  will 
generally,  it  is  hoped,  assist  the  Chamber. 

Tin*  catalogues  and  sami)les  hitherto  on  view  at  the  Bul¬ 
garian  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  now  been  transferred 
to  the  British  Chamber,  where  they  will  be  exhibited  to 
much  greater  advantage.

JAPAN. 


The  sugar  crop  was  so  seriously  diminished  by  the  violent 
typhoon  which  swept  over  the  Island  late  in  Augu.st  last  that 
It  was  estimatc'd  the  output  of  centrifugals  would  not  exceed 
4  3i30,0(X)  piculs  (see*  the  “  Journal  ”  of  23rd  October,  1919, 
page  oll)-  Even  this  figure  has,  however,  proved  too  opti- 
mistio,  as  the  weather  since  August  lias  been  unfavourable, 
and  recent  forecasts  do  not  put  the  production  of  centri- 
fiieals  at  more  than  3,800,900  piculs,  and  that  of  brown 
.uears  at  400,000  piculs.  These  figures  indicate  a  serious 
ialling-off  a-s  compared  with  the  1918-1919  season,  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  which  amounted  to  4,428,742  piculs  of  centrifugals 
and  500,000  piculs  of  browns. 

Dst  RK.ysED  Acreage  under  Sugar. 

The  area  under  sugar-cane,  which  was  2'>8,325  acres  in 
1918-1919,  has  decreased  to  230,209  acres  in  the  present  year, 
l^is  decrease  is  dirtHitly  due  to  the  high  price  of  rice,  which 
renders  it  a  more  profitable  crop  for  the  farmers. 

According  to  the  local  press,  liowever,  there  is  every  indi- 
cjtion  that  a  larger  acreage  w  ill  be  put  under  .sugar  for  the 
1920-21  season.  The  various  new  companies  recently  estab¬ 
lished  have  to  find  cane  for  their  mills,  and  they  are  offering 
ererv  possible  inducement  to  persuade  the  Formosan  farmers 
to  grow  cane  instead  of  rice. 

New  Company  Formations. 

The  fact  that  no  great  anxietv  is  entertained  regarding 
the  future  of  the  industry  is  evidenced  by  the  large  number 
of  new  sugar  companies  which  were  established  during  the 
past  year.  The  most  important  of  tlie-e,  w  ith  their  capital,

FoRMOs.tx  Sugar  Companies  in  Nktherland  East  Indies. 

An  interesting  feature  is  the  attention  paid  by  Formosan 
•ugar  companies  and  Japanese  capitalists  to  sugar  production 
in  the  Netherland  East  Indies  and  elsewhere  in  the  South 
Sea*.  The  Niitaka  Sugar  Company  recently  increased  its 
capital  of  5,000,000  yen  to  10.000, 00()  yen,  one  of  the  objects 
being  to  engage  in  the  cultivation  of  sugar,  rubber,  and 
copra  in  Java.  The  Taiwan  Sugar  .Manufacturing  Company, 
the  largest  in  the  Island,  is  reported  to  be  now  contemplat¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  a  branch  office  at  Rangoon  in  order 
to  carry  on  sugar  and  rubber  production. 

Probably  the  most  important  development  in  this  direction 
» the  formation  of  a  company  to  be  known  as  the  Japanese 
and  Foreign  Sugar  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.  (Naigai  Seito 
Kabnsbiki  Kaishal.  with  an  authorised  rapital  of  10,000,000 
ven.  The  object  of  this  undertaking  is  the  cultivation  and 
manufacture  of  sugar  in  Java,  where  a  large  Dutch  company 
has  been  bought  out. 

The  Naigai  Company  are  to  pav  2,500.000  ven,  and  to  put 
i.oon.non  ven  aside  for  ordinary  running  expenses.  These 
charges  will  be  met  w  ith  the  paid-up  capital  of  2.600,000  yen, 
and  debentures  for  1.000,000  ven.  The  income  is  estimated 
«t  2.42.5.000  yen,  and  expenditure  at  1,140,000  yen,  includ¬ 
ing  an  allowance  of  480,000  yen  to  meet  the  expected  tax  of 
the  Netherland  East  Indian  Government  on  exported  sugar, 
mentioned  below. 

An  entirely  new  departure,  datins:  from  the  oommenee- 
®niit  of  1919,  has  been  the  importation  to  Formosa  of  Javan 
'ngir  for  re-manufacture  in  Formosa  during  the  slack 
•eason.  These  imports  during  the  first  ■vear  of  this  move- 
®ent  amounted  to  no  less  than  74,577.217  kin.  valued  at 
15.502,157  yen. 

Paoposm  Netherland  East  Indian  Export  Duty. 

The  Oovemment  of  the  Netherland  East  India's  is,  it  is 
Imported,  about  to  impose  an  export  diitv  of  4'80  ven  per 
®<®1  on  sugar.  It  will  he  interesting  to  ohserve  how  this 
’wT,  if  imposed,  will  affect  the  recent  tendency  to  import 
•ran  angar  for  re-mnnnfaotnre  at  the  mills  in  this  Island.

PROMOTION  OF  TRADE  WITH  OERM.VNY. 

(From  Hugh  Horne,  Commercial  Secretary  to 
II. M.  Emhasxy,  Tokio.) 

Yokohama. 

The  first  noteworthy  indication  of  a  German-.Iapanese 
business  rapprochement  has  appeared  in  the  form  of  a  com¬ 
pany,  to  be  called  the  Tairiku  Bocki  Kahushiki  Kai.sha  (the 
Continental  Trading  Company,  Limited),  with  headquarters 
at  Tokio,  and  a  branch  office  at  Osaka.  The  capital  of  the 
company  is  10,0(K),(X)0  yen  in  200,000  sliares  of  50  yen,  of 
which  180,000  will  bo  taken  up  by  the  j)romot€rs  and  sup¬ 
porters,  who  number  over  1,000  professors  and  well-known 
business  men  and  bankers. 

According  to  the  very  full  advertiseimuit,  which  is  appear¬ 
ing  in  most  of  the  local  papers,  the  objects  of  the  company 
are :  — 

(1)  Importation  from  Germany  and  other  countries  of 
chemicals,  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  dyes,  medicines, 
industrial  ])roducts,  high-class  machinery,  microscopes, 
glasses,  literary  publications,  and  general  merchandise. 

(2)  Manufacture  and  sale  of  medicines,  dyes,  chemical  and 
industrial  products  and  machinery. 

(3)  Export  of  raw  materials  and  manufactures. 

(4)  Cajiitalising  and  encouraging  enterprises  on  the  above 
lines  in  Germany  and  Japan. 

In  the  prospectus,  which  is  worded  in  the  most  assuring 
terms,  it  is  claimed  that  the  company  will  carry  everything 
before  it.  The  co-operation  of  Herr  Bart,  a  wealthy  mag¬ 
nate  of  Bremen,  and  Herr  ‘Werner,  of  Saxonv,  both  having 
long  experience  and  a  keen  knowledge  of  Far  Eastern  affairs, 
has  been  obtained,  picked  Japanese  have  been  sent  to  Ger¬ 
many  to  studv  conditions,  and  the  brains  and  experience  of 
German  merchants  and  technical  exports  resident  in  Japan 
will  he  utilised.  The  cheap  labour  of  Japan  and  raw 
materials  of  the  Far  East  will  he  additional  advantages  for 
the  fnrtheranee  of  the  scheme  to  reap  the  benefits  of  the 
manv  German  inventions  and  discoveries,  which  have  been 
closed  to  the  world  during  the  period  of  the  war.

ARGENTINE  REPUBLIC. 


WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

(From  n.  0.  ChaJkley,  H.^f.  Commercial  Secretary.) 

Buenos  Aires. 

The  .Argentine  Governmt'nt  have  issued  a  Decree  author¬ 
ising  the  National  Board  of  Sanitary  Works  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  extension  of  the  water  .supply  and  drainage 
system  in  the  city,  and  to  disburse  in  1920  the  sum  of 
12  534,501  dels,  paper  currency — being  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  vote  of  19,671,331  dols.  assigned  to  the  work 
for  1919. 

The  extension  referred  to  belongs  to  the  scheme  adopted 
in  1909,  and  to  the  supplementary  construction  decided 
upon. 

During  the  past  few  years  much  difficulty  has  been  ex¬ 
perienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary  materials.  This  has 
not  only  affected  the  progress  of  the  work,  hut  the  Board 
anticipates  that  the  marked  increases  in  prices  of  materials 
and  in  cost  of  labour  now  ruling  may  result  in  the  resources 
assigned  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme  being  found 
insufficient. 

During  1919  the  sum  of  7,136,829  dols.  currency  was 
disbursed.

URUGUAY. 


FINANCIAL  AND  COMMFIU’IAL  J’(>SlTlON\ 

The  Message  of  Ihe  National  Administrative  Council  to 
the  General  Assembly  at  the  inauguration  of  the  twenty- 
seventh  lyegislatiire  (published  in  the  “  Oiario  Oficial  ”  of 
18th  Fchruarvl  contains  useful  information  on  the  financial 
and  commercial  j>osition  of  Uruguay. 

The  economic  and  financial  situation  of  the  Republic,  the 
Message  states,  is  improving.  It  is  shown  in  the  foreign 
demand  for  agricultural  products,  in  the  rising  price  of  land 
which  has  triunii)hed  over  the  temporary  stagnation  of  the 
war,  in  manufacturing  and  commercial  activity  to  which 
large  sums  of  money  have  l>e<'n  devoted,  in  the  volume  of 
o|>erations  in  public  securities  that  liave  reached  their 
highest  prices,  and  in  the  increase  in  building  after  five 
years’  stagnation. 

The  ])rincipal  factor  in  this  situation  has  been  the  increase 
in  public  wealth  from  foreign  trade,  which  last  year  was  as 
important  as  in  the  previous  years.  The  country’s  jvosition 
as  a  creditor  has  caused  an  extraordinary  increase  in  the 
value  of  the  national  money,  which  has  prevented  an 
aggravation  of  the  problem  of  the  high  cost  of  living.  The 
unfavourable  aspect  of  this  rise  in  exchange  is  the  difficulty 
in  placing  exports  due  to  it.  but  this  has  been  avoided 
owing  to  the  increasing  demand  and  credits  given  to  fhe 
French  and  British  Governments. 

B.^nktnc.  Position. 

Tin*  operations  of  the  Bank  of  the  Republic  for  1019  have 
resulted  in  an  increase  of  capital  of  1,942.279  pesos,  which 
will  raise  the  paid-up  working  capital  for  the  year  1920  to 
pesos. 

With  this  capital,  according  to  the  law  of  27th  November, 
1917,  tlio  legal  limit  for  notes  of  the  ma  jor  issue  (i.e.,  notes 
of  over  10  pesosl  will  be  .50,0.’>0.020  pesos,  and  for  notes  of 
fbe  minor  issue  (i.e.,  notes  of  less  than  10  pesos'!  9, .841 ,070 
pesos.  In  addition,  the  Bank  is  empowered  to  issue  up  to 
20.000.000  pesos  in  notes  of  the  major  issue  to  meet  the 
credits  conceded  to  the  British  and  French  Governments, 
and  .'5.000.000  pesos  against  the  gold  deposits,  in  its  custody, 
of  other  banks  and  banking  rediscounts.  The  transactions 
<tf  the  Bank  in  1919  exceeded  those  of  the  former  years. 

Dej>osifs  which  in  1918  had  increas<'d  by  0,. 800, 000  pesos 
again  increased  in  1919  bv  l.’5.fi70,000  p(>sos.  allowing 
increased  investments  without  appreciablv  modifving  the 
relations  between  the  reserves  in  specie  and  the  liabilities. 

Investments  amounted  on  •81st  December.  1919,  to 
3.8,814.4.80  )>esos.  wbich  shows  an  increase  of  2t>. 700.000 
pesos  since  1918.  included  in  wbich  is  24.000.000  pesos  for 
credits  op<.ned  in  favour  of  the  French  and  British  Govern¬ 
ments.  and  2,700,000  pesos  ordinarv  advances. 

The  credits  concedfvl  to  the  Governments  of  Britain  and 
France  were  increased  durinir  the  past  year  till  thev 
reached,  on  .81st  December,  1919,  28.817.0.'50  pesos  to  Britain 
and  l.'5,.8.'5.’5,109  pesos  to  France. 

rATTT.K  InPCSTRY. 

Owing  to  the  prosperity  of  the  cattle-raising  industrv 
during  the  last  vear  manv  landowners  have  cleared  off  the 
mortgages  on  their  estates. 

B.att.w.ays. 

During  the  economic  vear  ending  on  .80th  -lune  last  the 
traffic  on  the  railways  greatlv  increased,  but  in  spite  of  this, 
if  the  set  tiops  of  the  Central  Bailw  avs  are  except<'d.  altbouffh 
traffic  and  receipts  have  grown,  expenses  have  also  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  their  ceononiic  situation  is  btif  little 
improved,  and  the  Government  has  paid  both  the  Midland 
and  Northern  Railwavs  the  full  amount  of  the  guarantee. 
Oti  the  other  hand,  the  Central  has  returned  to  the  State 
80.182  pesos,  being  two-thirds  of  the  excess  over  0  per  cent, 
of  the  net  receipts  from  the  Northern  Extension,  Eastern 
Extension,  and  North-West  Branch. 

Minino  IxprsTRY. 

The  mining  industrv  is  decaving  owing  to  the  Mining 
Code,  which,  it  is  stated,  must  he  annulled,  and  a  new  one 
is  being  considered  with  that  object. 

The  gold  mines  being  worked  in  the  countrv  are  verv  few. 
There  is  fhe  San  Gregorio  in  Ciinapiru.  owned  hv  British 
interests,  and  other  mines  in  the  Department  of  Rivera, 
which  send  their  mineral  to  the  stamps  at  San  Gregorio  to 
l>e  crushed. 

In  the  Department  of  Minas  there  are  being  worked  the 
tale  mines,  known  as  Yacimiento  N.  and  Alaruia.  and  in  the 
Department  of  ATontevideo  the  manganese  mine  ealled 
.Vdelaida.  The  talc  mines  are  in  full  activitv.  and  export 
290  to  .800  tons  of  tale  to  the  .Argentine  monthlv. 

During  fhe  vear  manv  mines  have  been  declared  in  various 
Departments,  hut  up  to  the  present  none  are  being  reallv 
worked.

BULGARIA. 

EXCHANGE  AND  CREDIT  REGULATIONS. 

(Front  ll’.  li.  Heard,  Commercial  Coinmi.^sioner  to 
H.M.  Legation.) 

Sofia. 

A  Brotocol  dealing  with  commercial  credits  was  published 
in  the  “State  Gazette’’  of  17tli  March.  .According  to  thb 
the  following  decision  has  been  made:  — 

1.  It  is  generally  jtermittt'd,  without  need  to  mention 
c  ases  separately,  by  the  Centrale  des  l)e\  isi's  to  contrart 
obligations  in  foreign  moneys  against  credit  abroad. 

The  credit  thus  obtained  can  be  dispo.sed  of  without 
hindrance  by  the  holders,  that  is,  they  may  sell  the  change  on 
the  open  market  at  the  market  rate  of  exchange  and  cover 
their  obligations  abroad,  etc.,  by  bank  transactions. 

For  each  opiwation  of  ojn  ning  fondgn  credit  the  acquirers 
must  notify  at  once,  at  the  time  of  opening  such  credit 
only,  the  Bulgarian  National  Bank,  the  Centrale  des  Devises, 
for  information  only,  of  the  sources  of  their  credit,  the 
((uantity  and  nature  of  sann*. 

The  holders  of  credit  in  foreign  e.xchange  abroad  and 
means  of  payment  in  foreign  moneys  in  tin*  countrv,  which, 
according  to  Article  5  of  tin*  T.aw  for  the  Centrale  des 
Devises,  has  not  hi  on  der  lared  before  the  same,  and  who. 
have  not  been  obliged  to  derlare  such  credit,  may  freelv 
dispose  of  it,  by  selling  on  the  open  market  at  the  current 
rate  of  exchange,  again  notifying  the  Centrale  des  Devises, 
for  information  only,  of  each  operation. 

Dejiosits  abroad  against  withdrawals  abroad,*  against 
Rulgaria  in  foreign  exchange,  w  ill  he  ceded  in  full  to  the 
Centrale  des  Devises  at  the  rate  of  exchange  on  the  clav  of 
-ale  or  purchase  in  the  Centrale  des  Devises. 

2.  The  accumulated  sums,  the  value  of  imported  goods  nt 
the  Bulgarian  National  Hank  and  private  banks,  mav  he  fred 
before  the  term  fixed  expires,  if  the  importer  of  the  good.is 
arranges,  through  other  permissible  means,  to  withdraw  the 
-urns  accredited'to  him,  by  having  it  paid  to  him  at  the  free 
rate  of  exchange  or  to  have  sent  to  him  a  jiermit  for  the 
export  of  foreign  exchange  and  other  means. 

*This  means  that  drafts,  cheques,  etc.,  drawn  abroad  on 
tin*  National  Bank  of  Bidgari.a  in  foreign  currenev,  in  pav- 
ment  of  value  held  abroad,  must  he  ceded  in  full  hv  the 
drawee  to  the  Centrale  des  Devises  at  the  official  rate  of 
•  XI  hauge  ruling  at  the  time.

EXCHANGE  OFETCE  ESTAELTSTTED 

(From  7T.M.  Con^vL) 

San  Salvador. 

.\  Decree  to  afford  stability  to  th,>  tems  of  the  Law  of 
11th  September,  1919,  which  fixed  the  rate  of  exchange  for 
the  colon  (or  peso)  at  2  pesos  for  each  United  States  gold 
dollar,  and.  further  to  a'leviate  the  incotnenience  caused  hv 
the  .scarcity  of  currency  in  Salvador,  bv  creating  paper 
monev  for  values  r»f  2^  and  •'50  centavos  and  one  colon,  was 
published  in  the  “  Diario  Oficial”  of  I2th  February. 

The  Decree  established  an  exchange  office  for  the  purpose 
of  facilitating  normal  hu-iness  under  esutain  conditions, 
amounting  to  the  full  control  of  all  exchange  operations. 

Should  projier  guarantees  he  provided  that  a  sufficient 
gold  deposit  he  actuallv  held  hv  the  Government  to  meet  the 
value  of  new  issues  of  paper  which  are  contem]>lated.  and  if 
the  newlv-formed  exchange  office  is  properlv  administered, 
it  is  considered  that  the  new  measure  should  he  of  benefit 
to  the  general  public,  insomuch  a®  it  will  put  a  stop  to  the 
severe  fluctuations  in  exchange  manipulated  hv  loc.il 
bankers,  and  create  a  feeling  of  securitv  wbich  has  hitherto 
been  wanting. 

Clause  9  iu  the  new  Di'crei'.  which  states  that  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  new  paper  money  w  ill  not  he  obligatorv,  appears 
to  nullify  to  a  certain  extent  the  pros-isions  of  the  Decree 
but  the  general  opinion  is  that  this  clause  is  a  safeguard 
for  the  public.  In  any  case,  the  experiment  is  of  interest.

{From  U.M,  Minister.) 

Stockholm. 

.Vccording  to  the  Swedish  press  the  Administration  of  the 
State;  Railways  has  presenU'd  to  the  Swedish  Government  a 
detailed  statement  with  an  estimate  and  plan  for  tho  con¬ 
tinued  electrification  of  tlic  State  Railways,  and  a  more 
detailed  proposal  for  the  electrification  of  the  Stockholm- 
(fothenburg  lino.  (See  page  183  of  the  “Journal”  of  8tli 
.Vugust.) 

The  Admini.stration  request  tlie  Government  to  apply  to 
the  Riksdag  for  their  sanction  to  commence  the  elc'ctrifiea- 
tion  of  the  Stockholm-Gothenburg  line  at  a  cost  of  seventy- 
five  million  kronor,  for  which  amount  they  suggest  a  tem- 
(M)rary  Government  loan  should  be  granted. 

As  regards  the  general  elc'ctrification  of  the  Swcxlish  State 
Railways,  tho  Administration  consider  that,  in  view  of  the 
abnornml  prices  of  fuel,  this  is  very  desirable  and  advisable. 
As  such  an  undertaking  w'oitld,  however,  entail  a  consider¬ 
able  outlay  of  capital,  the  electrification  would  have  to  he 
carried  out  sueeessively  in  restricted  areas  and  in  fixed 
()eriod.s. 

Tn  investigating  whether  the  necessary  electric  energy  can 
be  sup|)lied  for  the  general  electrification  of  the  Swedish 
State  Railways,  the  “train  kilometres”  and  “gross  ton  kihv- 
metres’’  for  1913  liave  been  doubled.  It  is  calculated  that 
eight  i)ower  stations,  each  with  a  separate  distriet,  could  be 
counted  on  to  sui)()ly  the  (>ower.  These  stations  would  be  at 
1‘orjus,  in  the  Umo,  Indal,  Dal  (two  stations),  and  Motals 
Rivens.  at  Trolliattan  on  the  T.aga  River.  The  c-onsumption 
<>l  eh'ctricily  by  the  State  Railways  from  thc.se  eight  stations 
is  calculated  at  412,851,000  kilowatt  hours,  and  by  the 
|)i  i\'ate  railway  at  294,852  kilowatt  hours.

A  Prc'idential  Decree  has  been  i.ssucd  supplementing  Law 
No.  12U  of  1919,  which  laid  down  the  conditions  under  which 
petroleum  could  be  explored  and  worked  in  the  Hepublic. 

In  this  Decree  a  definition  is  given  to  the  word  “asphalt,” 
The  method  and  time  of  payment  of  duties  is  fixed,  and 
e.veinption  is  granted  to  companies  working  oil  concessions 
or  properties  from  river  dues  on  material  employed  by  them 
and  also  on  the  oil,  etc.  produced.  .Vs  regards  pipe  lines, 
these  will  be  subject  to  special  regulations  which  will  be 
issued  as  soon  as  the  Government  are  in  possession  of  tho 
nwessary  data  to  enable  it  to  frame  them. 

.Article  10  provides  that  permits  to  explore  any  gi\eu  zone 
may  begrantcHl  to  different  people  atone  and  tho  same  time. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  Colombian  capitalists  are  at  last 
preparing  to  take  an  active  part  in  oil  matters  generally. 
A  company  called  tho  CJonipahia  Colombiana  de  I’etroleos 
has  recently  Ireen  formed  with  a  capital  of  1,000,000  dols. 
Colombian  oirrency,  one  of  the  objects  of  its  formation 
Iteing  to  safeguard  small  owners  of  oil-bearing  properties 
against  absorption  by  and  the  rapacity  of  unscruptdou.s 
foreigners.  The  originators  of  this  concern  are  mostly  men 
of  substance  in  the  financial  and  commercial  world,  many 
of  whom  are  themselves  ow  ners  of  lands  containing  oil. 

.Another  company  which  has  just  been  founded  is  the 
Compania  Colombiana  de  Fomento,  having  an  initial  cai)ital 
of  100,000  dols.  This  it  is  })ro|)osed  to  increase  eventually 
to  10,000,000  dols.  The  original  sharehokh'rs  comprise  some 
of  the  most  influential  Colombians  in  the  Hepublic.  .As  the 
name  imjrlies,  the  company  is  a  development  concern,  and 
it  is  pro|)osed  to  embark  on  operations  of  an  extensive 
(haracter  tending  to  promote  tlu*  })r()gress  of  the  country. 
Dt  velopment  of  the  oil  regions  appears  to  be  in  the  fore¬ 
front  of  the  programme.

Losses  di  e  to  Salt  AVatek. 

Prior  to  the  invasion  of  salt  water  in  the  famous  Tepetate 
field  the  estimated  daily  potential  production  of  crude 
lictroleum  was  1,770,000  barrels  (42  gallons  each),  divided 
as  follows:  — 

I’diiuco  Field. — 115  wells  (over  100  barrels  each),  with 
total  daily  potential  production  of  about  578,000  barrels,  or 
an  average  of  about  5,000  barrels  per  well. 

Topila  Field. — 29  producing  wells,  w  ith  a  daily  potential 
production  estimated  at  about  89,000  barrels,  or  an  average 
of  approximately  3,000  barrels  per  well. 

South  Country  (including  Tepetate-Casiano,  Los  Naranjos, 
Ci-rro  .Azul,  Alazan-Potrero,  and  Alamo). ^ — With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  few  small  producing  wells  in  the  Tanhuijo  and 
T'ierra  .Amarilla  fields,  29  producing  wells,  w  ith  an  estimated 
ilaily  production  (potential)  of  1,103,000  barrels,  or  an 
average  of  38,000  barrels  per  well. 

The  estimated  daily  potential  jiroduction  lost  in  the  past 
13  months  by  the  invasion  of  salt  water  in  the  Tepetate- 
Casiano  and  .Alazan-Potrero  fields  is  about  700,000  barrels; 
consequently  the  actual  potential  production  of  the  Tampico 
oil  region  is  approximately  1,070,()00  barrels  per  day. 

Oil-Carrying  Trink  Pipe  Lines. 

There  are  at  present  in  operation  in  northern  Vera  Cruz 
and  Tamaulipas  the  following  oil-carrying  trunk  pipe  lines: 
Fifty-three  miles  of  6  in.  lines,  with  a  total  carrying 
<  apacity  of  10,<KK)  barrels  per  day ;  472  miles  of  8  in.  lines, 
with  a  total  carrying  capacity  of  268,500  barrels  per  day;  75 
miles  of  10  in.  lines,  w  ith  a  total  carrying  capacity  of  92,000 
barrels  per  day. 

In  addition  to  the  alxi\e  there  are  now  being  constructed 
two  8  in.  and  three  10  in.  lines  from  the  Los  Naranjos  field 
to  the  Gulf  coast,  whiih  will  increase  the  carrying  capacity 
by  160,000  barrels  per  day.  This  does  not  include  replace¬ 
ment  lines  also  being  built  by  several  companies.  When 
present  construction  projects  are  completed  the  pipe-line 
capacity  of  the  district  will  be  530,000  barrels  of  crude 
petroleum  per  day  to  tidewater. 

Stor\ge  Facilities — Refineries  .and  Topping  Pl.ant8. 

On  1st  January,  1920,  there  were  523  steel  or  concrete 
storage  tanks  in  the  district,  with  a  combined  capacity  of 
24,891,500  barrels.  New  construction  under  way  on  the 
same  date  totalled  46  steel  tanks,  with  capacity  of  2,495,000 
barrels ;  and  jirojected  construction  of  88  additional  steel 
tanks  with  a  capacity  of  4,840,000  barrels. 

Earthen  storage  capacity  in  northern  Vera  Cruz  and 
southern  Tamaulipas,  1st  January,  totalled  68  reservoirs, 
with  a  combined  capacity  of  20,075,3(X)  barrels. 

On  1st  January,  1920,  also,  there  were  c-onstructed  or 
under  construction  in  .Mexico  four  refineries  and  ten  topping 
plants,  with  combined  capacity  of  193,000  barrels  of  crude 
oil  per  day.  These  plants  are  located  as  follows:  Tw'o  re¬ 
fineries  and  five  topping  plants  at  Tampico;  four  topping 
plants  at  Port  Lobos;  one  topping  plant  at  Tuxpan;  one 
refinery  at  Vera  Cruz;  and  one  refinery  at  Minatitlan.

Ih'gnlations  which  have  been  issued  thereunder  by  Order-in- 
Coiincil  of  ■'5tb  February,  1020. 

In  this  Act.  or  in  any  Regulations  made  under  its 
authority,  “oleomargarine”  shall  mean  and  include  oleo¬ 
margarine,  margarine,  butterine,  or  anv  other  .substitub* 
for  butter  (al  wliich  is  manufactured  wholly  or  in  part  from 
anv  fat  or  oil  other  than  from  milk  and  (ream;  (bl  which 
oontains  no  foreign  colouring  matter;  and  (c)  which  does  not 
rontain  more  than  sixteen  per  cent,  of  water. 

Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Dairv  Industry 
.let.  1014,  the  manufacture  in  and  importation  of  oleo¬ 
margarine  into  Canada  shall  be  permitted  until  31st  .August. 
1920;  and  tbc  offering  for  sale,  the  sale,  and  the  having  in 
possession  for  sale  of  olemnargarine  shall  be  permitted  until 
1st  March,  1021. 

No  person  may  import  oleomargarine  into  Canada  without 
first  having  obtained  a  licence  from  the  ATinister  of  Agri- 
rnlture  to  import  oleomargarine. 

Oleomargarine  im])orted  under  the  provisions  of  this  .Act 
shall  be  imported  free  of  Customs  duty. 

No  person  may  manufacture  oleomargarine  in  Canada 
without  first  having  obtained  from  tbe  Afinister  of  .Agricul¬ 
ture  a  licence  to  manufacture  oleomargarine. 

Anv  licence  for  tbe  importation  nr  manufacture  of  oleo¬ 
margarine  mav  be  cancelled  bv  tbe  Afinister  of  .Agriculture 
at  any  time  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Art.  or  of  anv  of  the  Regulations  issued  thereunder  by  the 
Governor  in  Council.

Tmpoutatiov. 


The  Regulations  provide  that  every  person  who  imports 
oleomargarifie  shall  deivosit  with  the  Collector  of  Customs 
at  the  port  of  entrv,  at  the  time  the  first  entry  is  made 
hy  him.  one  copy  of  bis  licence  to  import. 

Every  person  who  imports  oleomargarine  into  Canada  shall 
deliver  to  the  Collector  of  Customs,  for  each  lot  imported, 
a  certificate  of  inspection  of  the  countrv  of  production, 
evrept  when  tbe  oleomargarine  is  manufactured  wholly  of 
vegetable  oils  or  fats,  when  tbe  certificate  shall  be  in  such 
form  a.s  may  be  reqtiired  bv  the  Afinister  of  .Agriculture. 

Af.WrFACTT’nE. 


Licences  to  manufacture  oleomargarine  shall  be  issued 
only  to  such  applicants  as  have  satisfied  the  Afinister  that 
any  building  or  buildings  in  which  the  ap)>licant  pro|U')s«'s  to 
manufacture  the  oleomargarine  is  well  lighted  and  ven¬ 
tilated.  constructed  of  suitable  material,  and  provided  with 
wnitary  conveniences  ;  that  there  can  be  no  contamination  of 
the  oleomargarine  bv  objectionable  odours  from  packing 
houses,  fertiliser  bouses,  or  other  sources  ;  that  the  machinerv 
and  equipment  is  modern  and  capable  of  easv  and  efficient 
cleaning,  and  that  the  probable  output  of  the  proposed 
establishment  will  be  sufficiently  large  to  jtistify  the  employ- 
nient  of  an  inspector. 

No  oleomargarine  shall  be  manufactured  in  Canada  except 
nnder  the  supervision  of  inspectors  appointed  by  tbe 
Minister. 

No  oleomargarine  shall  be  manufactured  in  Canada  in 
»nv  premises  used  for  or  connected  with  tbe  manufacture 
or  reworking  of  butter. 

All  materials  intended  to  be  used  in  tbe  manufacture  of 
ileomargarino  shall  be  inspecte<l  and  approved  before  being 
"'ed  for  such  purpose.  Tbe  inspector  mav  at  anv  time  take 
^mples  of  anv  such  materials  for  analysis. 

No  oleo  oil  or  neutral  lard  shall  be  ipcd  in  tbe  manufac- 
l^re  of  oleomargarine  unless  it  is  tbe  iwoduction  of  an 
*hattoir  nnder  the  inspection  of  tbe  Afinister.  and  bears  tbc 
Government  inspection  mark,  or  has  been  manufactured  in 
^0  countrv  of  origin  under  inspection  satisfactorv  to  the 
-Minister,  and  is  at  the  time  of  importation  covered  bv  tbe 
''®cial  markings  and  export  inspection  certificate  of  the 
'onntry  of  origin. 


No  milk  shall  be  u.sed  in  the  manufacture  of  oleomargarine 
unless  it  is  from  tuberculin  te.>ted  cows,  or  has  been 
pasteurised  under  the  supervi.'*ion  of  an  inspei'tor  ajqiointed 
hy  the  Minister,  and  no  butter  shall  be  u.s«'d  in  such  manu¬ 
facture  unless  it  is  free  from  rancidity  or  any  objectionahh* 
odour. 

No  preservative  other  than  salt  shall  bo  used  for  the 
jireservation  of  oleomargarine. 

No  person  other  than  a  licensed  manufacturer  of  oh'o- 
niargarine  shall  mix  oleomargarine  and  butter. 

No  substance  intended  for  the  colouring  of  oleomargarin  * 
shall  be  imported  into  Canada  in  packages  containing  ole(H 
margarine,  and  no  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  or  retailer 
dealing  in  oleomargarine  shall  deal  in,  sell,  or  give  away 
any  substance  intcn<h*d  for  colouring  oleomargarine. 


GOLD  COAST. 


IMPORTATION  OF  SPIRITS . 

The  Gold  Coast  “Government  Gazette”  of  13th  March 
publishes  the  Spirituous  Tuquors  Ordinance,  1!)20  (No.  ,'5  of 
1020).  which  was  assented  to  on  23rd  February,  1920,  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  importation,  distribution,  sale,  disposal,  anti 
|>o.s,session  in  the  Colony  of  “trade  spirits”  and  “injurious 
spirits.”  “Trade  spirits”  are  defined  in  the  Ordinance  to 
mean  spirits  imported,  or  of  a  kind  previously  imported,  for 
sale  to  natives,  and  not  generally  consumed  by  Europeans, 
and  include  mixtures  and  comjiounds  made  with  such 
spirits;  and  “injurious  spirits”  as  distilled  liquors  contain¬ 
ing  essential  oils  or  chemical  products,  which  are  recognised 
as  being  iniurious  to  health,  such  as  thujone,  star  anise, 
benzoic,  aldehyde,  salicylic  esters,  hys,=op.  absinthe,  and 
similar  suhstances.  unless  such  spirits  have  been  denatured. 

The  Ordinance  further  prohibits  the  importation,  distribu¬ 
tion.  .sale,  dispo.sal,  and  )w>ssession  of  stills,  and  of  all  appara¬ 
tus  suitable  for  the  distillation  of  alcohol  or  for  the  rectifi¬ 
cation  or  redistillation  of  spirits,  except  under  licemt* 
granted  by  the  Governor  or  bv  the  Comptroller  of  Customs 
in  the  case  of  certain  specified  apparatus  for  preseribe  l 
|iurposea.

AMENDMENT  OF  EXPORT  PROD IRITIONS,
